JEFFERSON CITY, Sept. 11— 
Earnings which, if applied to 
last year’s business of South- 
western Bell Telephone Co., 
ree have approached doubling 

the profits accruing to the 

pod ay American Telephone & 
Telegraph Co., are being advo- 
cated by Southwestern in its rec- 
ord-breaking third-round Mis- 
souri rate increase hearing. 

The hearing, before the Mis- 
souri Public Service Commission, 
is in the tedious phase .of cross- 
examination of company wit- 
nesses by the opponents of the 
proposed annual increase of $16,- 
656,000. It was expected the 
stand would be occupied all day 
today by H. R. Towles, the com- 
pany’s Missouri general manager, 
principal company witness for the 
higher rates. 

Insurance Executive Testifies. . 

When the hearing was resumed 
_ yesterday, after a delay since last 
_ June, the witness was Daniel Up- 
thegrove, who qualified as an ex- 
pert on rate of return or profit to 
which Southwestern is entitled. 
He is manager of the bond de- 
partment of General American 
Life Insurance Co., St. Louis, 
which, he related, holds in its 
portfolio $6,615,000 in senior se- 
curities—debentures or mortgage 
bonds—of various Bell system 
companies, including $600,000 of 
Southwestern’s debentures. 

Upthegrove, questioned by rep- 
resentatives of the company’s op- 
ponents, set the standard of 
profits urged by the company. He 
insisted that Southwestern should 
be permitted to earn a profit of 
742 .per cent on its overall capi- 
talization, granted that one-third 
of the capital is in debt and two- 
thirds in stock equity. 

That would have meant an 
earning of more than $51,000,000 
on the total capital of South- 
‘ . Western as. of the end of 1950. 

The actual earning was somewhat 

more than $32,000,000, of which 

somewhat more than $26,000,000, 

or $5.96 per share, was available 

for stock dividends and surplus. 
Ratio of Debt. 

At the end of last year, South- 
western had 32 per ce.t of its 
capital in the form of debt. Ques- 
tioned by Jerome M. Joffee, rep- 
resenting Kansas City and the 
numerous cities opposing the rate 
rise, Upthegrove said that, if the 
proportion of debt went up to 50 
per cent, Southwestern should get 
a bigger return than 714 per cent 
on its over-all capitalization. 

Joffee sought to make him ad- 
mit that the converse was true— 
that if the debt ratio went below 
33% per cent, a smaller return 
would be needed. At first Upthe- 
grove replied, “I don’t know; I'd 
have to think about it.” 

Joffee was pointing out to him 
that recently the actual debt ratio 
of Southwestern had fallen to 
24.19 per cent. 

Upthegrove then declzred he 
would not recommend a smaller 
rate of return on a 24 per cent 
debt ratio than on a one-third 
ratio because the Bell System 
would “still have to compete for 
the investors’ money.’ 

Upthegrove explained that he 
started his reasoning by assuming 
that a one-third debt ratio was 
proper. This happens to be the 
long-standing principle the whole 
Bell System has held out as its 
ideal. Then, Upthegrove ex- 
plained, he decided the rate of 

* profit Southwestern should earn 
in order to help the Bell System 
, attract investment in stock. 
Dividend Argument. 

All of Southwestern’s stock is 
owned by American Telephone & 
Telegraph Co., which acts as the 
financier for the Bell System 

companies, Upthegrove made the 
argument that it was necessary 
to maintain the $9 dividend rate 
on A. T. & T.’s own stock in order 
to get investors 

He said A. T. & T. had been 
disposing of its stock only by sell-*

He Won't Cut His Weeds 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 


I zhave been a hayfever sufferer for

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three districts, of no more than at present,

This bill is described as a compromise in- 
tended to by-pass as many objections as pos- 
sible. 

What it by-passes is the fear of political lead- 
ers that their parties would lose this or that 
district. , \ 

It by-passes the fear of senior Congressmen 
of losing their seats. - 

It by-passes the fear of outstate areas that 
they would lose a measure of representation 
which in fairness they ought to lose. 

In the end the bill by-passes justice to the 
voters of St. Louis and St. Louis county, the 
fastest growing area in the state. 

Urban voters would be told that their votes 
‘were not worth as much representation as those 

-of other Missourians. They would be left with 
cut-rate ballots, losing value “as the population 
grew. 

Clearly the task of the Legislature is to pro- 
vide 11 congressional districts with roughly the 
same number of people, according to the latest 
census.

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Tip for Tobacco Farmers 

We have just been reading about the Con- 
necticut. Valley tobacco farmers who, for the 
first time, today are starting an annual, three- 
day Cigar Festival in Hartford. And we have 
been reading about them with considerable 
sympathy.

Scott argued that the improved roads 
would bring heavier traffic and greater 
vehicle : registration, thus increasing the 
highway-fund revenues. So far he has 
been right. - 

North Carolina’s biennial budget is 
adopted by the General Assembly two 
years in advance. In the spring of 1949, 
the Legislature estimated that highway- 
fund revenues’ in the 1950-51 fiscal year 
just ended would be $57,645,000. Instead, 
the final report just issued by the state 
revenue commissioner showed that the 
highway fund took in a whopping $87,- 
686,657 in 1950-51, more than 50 per cent 
above the estimate. 


Roads Build Industries - 


A third and still newer phase of North 
Carolina’s road program is just getting 
under way. The 1951 General Assembly, 
over the protest of Gov. Scott, decided to 
cut municipalities in on the highway reve- 
nue and voted to give the income from a 
half-cent of the 7-cent gasoline tax to 
towns and cities, alloca it on a popu- 
lation and street mileage : 

That is expected to produce some $4,- 
500,000 to $5,000,000 in the coming fiscal 
year, and may be spent on streets that 
are not a part of the state highway system. 

The same law made the Highway Com- 
mission fully responsible for the construc- 
tion and maintenance of city streets that 
are a part of the highway network.

The reader is guided from the orig- 
inal Communist League through the First 
and Second Internationals, with glimpses 
of the relation between Communism and 
anarchism along the way. 

But the climax of the book comes in 
Part Three where the author brings the 
subject up to date by skillfully tracing 
the crucial modifications in Communism 
which: Lenin and Stalin have effected. 
Lenin changed it into dictatorship when 
he decreed that rule was to be by the 
party rather than by the proletariat, and 
that the party must be kept small and 
could tolerate no divergence of opinion. 


. Stalin, for his part, has changed Commu- 


nism into Russian nationalism in which 
extension of Soviet power has become the 
chief objective. 

From the first it ts evident not only 


‘ that Mr. Hunt is in full command of his 


subject but that he is a very well informed 
man in general. But the best things about 
his book are its deft clarity and the high 
intelligence and fairness of its criticisms 
of Communist theory and practice.

Fix lt Yourself .

Reconditioning Old Paint Brushes. 


OST people know that a 

paint brush should be cleaned 

immediately after use, and 
most people know just how a 
brush should be cleaned. But 
a lot of people forget this little 
item and go out and buy a new 
brush for each paint job beeause 
the old one is as stiff as a piece 
of cast iron. This practice keeps 
you on good terms with your 
paint or hardware store but it’s 
tough on the pocketbook. 


A brush that was put away full 
paint can usually be reclaimed 
without too much fuss and both- 


er. First, soak the bristles in a 
commercial paint brush cleaner 
or paint solvent. You can make 
a: good mixture of your own out 
of equal parts of alcohol, acetone 
and benzol. When the bristles 
are soft, scrape away all the paint 
with a metal comb. Now comes 
the job of straightening out the 
bristles. “You do this by first 
soaking the bristles in machine 
oil, and then placing the brush 
on a heated piece of metal until 
the oil in the bristles begins to 
sizzle. Before the brush has 
time to cool off, reshape the bris- 
tles and tie them in position with 
strips of wire: Let the brush cool 
off and then wash the bristles in 
mineral “spirits. and rinse clean 
with benzol. , 

After you've done this to three 
or four brushes you'll probably 
decide that cleaning the brush

Vinegars 
By Edith M. Barber 


INEGAR is a staple found in 
_y every pantry. Its principal 
use {nowadays is seasoning. 
Originally, it was as important for 
preserving foods for a longer 
,period than usual, as it was for 
seasoning. We still use it, of 
course, in making pickles. That 
is to say, in preserving vegetables. 
The. first vinegar’ was probably 
accidentally manufactured when 
wine made for drinking purposes 
became too sour to be enjoyed as 
a beverage. Wine vinegars are 
highly appreciated today by some 
epicures, but in general, we use 
the more ordinary types. Cider 
vinegar is our standby. Distilled 
white vinegar is often chosen for 
pickling because it does not affect 
the color of vegetables or 
fruits. Malt vinegar has a heart- 
ier flavor than the others and, 
for this reason, is often favored 
in salad dressings and in certain 
sauces. 
In addition, there are available 
a large line of herb vinegars. 
One of the favorite flavors is 
tarragon, but dill, basil, garlic or 
mixed herbs may be used with 
wine, cider or malt vinegars 
furnishing the base. Most of 
those available commercially are 
strained and clarified. In a few, 
the herbs are allowed to remain. 
If you have an herb~-garden of 
your own, or can beg herbs from 
a neighbor or buy them at a 


. special market, you may combine 


them yourself with any type of 
vinegar you like. A large bunch 
of tarragon that one of my 
friends furnishes me every year 
will season four quarts of vinegar. 
‘MUSTARD PICKLES 

Two quarts green tomatoes, two 
large heads cauliflower, six sweet 
red peppers, one cup carrot strips, 
one quart small white onions, one 
quart very small cucumbers or 
thick cucumber slices, one cup 
salt, one quart cold water, one 
cup flour, three cups sugar, two 
teaspoons turmeric, one-half cup 
dry mustard, two cups water, one- 
half quart vinegar, two teaspoons 
celery seed, one tablespoon mus- 
tard seed. 

Wash vegetables. Cut tomatoes 


in eighths. Break cauliflower into 


small flowerets. Cut peppers in 
quarters, remove stem ends, seeds, 
and fibrous white portion. Wash 
and peel onions. Mix vegetables 
in large bowl, cover with brine 
made by combining salt with cold 
water. Let stand 12 to 16 hours. 
Bring vegetables to a boil in same 
water and drain. Rinse well with 
cold water. Mix flour, sugar, tur- 
meric and mustard. Add water 
slowly and blend to a smooth 
paste. Heat vinegar to boiling and 
add to flour mixture, stirring 
constantly. Add celery and mus- 
tard seeds. Pack drained vege- 
tables in hot sterilized jars, and 
pour hot mustard sauce over 
them. Seal immediately. Yield:
